The violent deaths of those six yoxing people in 
Los Angeles was a tragedy. I'Jhile we deplore the loss 
of hiunan life and sympathize with the families of those 
deceased SLA members, we do not assume culpability for 
their deaths. The choice was theirs. They chose to shoot 
it out. 


This Bureau had information that members of the 
SLA were in a particular house, which was surrounded by 
Special Agents of the FBI and members of the Los Angeles 
Police Department, For approximately ten minutes, an 
officer using a bullhorn repeatedly urged the suspects 
to surrender. When those inside failed to respond, a 
tear gas canister was thrown through a window. The suspects 
then began firing various types of automatic weapons at 
the police officers. This firing continued for a consid- 
erable period of time and was returned by law enforcement 
officers. 


The house occupied by the suspects was completely 
destroyed by fire. The Los Angeles Fire Department could 
do nothing until the shooting stopped and it did not cease 
until the house was completely in flames. It is possible 
that the fire was started by a tear gas canister; but it 
also has been alleged that the suspects had Molotov cocktails 
and it is conceivable a bullet struck one of these, igniting 
the blaze. 


When the suspects opened fire indiscriminately 
with automatic weapons, it became a hazardous situation 
menacing not only the law enforcement personnel, but the 
crowd of curious people and innocent neighbors. 

In my 33 years of law enforcement endeavor, I 
have never met a lawman who desired to engage in a gun 
battle. The use of weapons is a last resort, a defensive 
tactic to save the lawman's life and the lives of innocent 
bystanders . 


But Reverend Greeley has accused us of premeditated 
murder, with vengeance as our motive. We in the FBI feel 
affronted by this grave charge. We feel we have demonstrated 
through the years that we are genuinely dedicated to trying 
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Reverend 


to protect the law-abiding people in this nation from those 
who would do them harsi/ and that in tliis endeavor we have 
striven to adhere meticulously to tiio highest professional 
ethics i 


Violent crime is one of the most serious problems 
this nation faces today* It increased last year and is 
still increasing. I’he SLh and other revolutionary groups 
who wage war on our society v/ith utter disregard for the 
rights, property and lives of others compound the problem 
of violent crime. 



Law enforcement people who are on the front lines 
in the campaign against violent crime need public confidence 
and support for continued effectiveness.

As you may know, I write a weekly column in the Catholic press 
and a twice-weekly column in the daily press — the latter appearing in the 
Chicago Tribune . 

Recently I did a column for the Catholic syndicate raising some 
questions about the handling of the Los Angeles shoot-out by the FBI. I won- 
dered why there had been so much shooting so soon and whether it would not 
have been better if the FBI had shown more restraint. 

Several days ago, two FBI men called on Mr. James Andrews, the vice- 
president of Universal Press, with a "statement" of Mr. Clarence Kelly and a 
"hint" that the "statement" be distributed to all the newspapers which carried 
the column. The agents asked several questions about me and my background. 

There may be reasons for debate between me and Mr. Kelly over the handlin*g of 
the SIA affair by the FBI, but that is hardly the point. Mr. Kelly could 
have just as well used the United States mails or even a private messenger 
service to deliver his "statement" to Mr. Andrews. Sending two highly trained 
agents on working time paid for by taxpayers' money to act as messenger boys 
seems, to say the least, a highly unusual procedure. 

The agents, of course, made no threats, but did stress that theirs 
was an "official" visit. The intimidation involved in using special agents of 
the FBI to carry messages to the office of a press S 3 mdicate is both crude 
and obvious. The Watergate affair is hardly behind us and already government 
power is being abused again to threaten critics — even very mild ones like me. 

I did not in the past take seriously the criticism of the FBI as a 
threat to freedom of the. press. I am now beginning to wonder if the radicals 
were right after all. j Xr’~;OX

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Mr. Ant^r^w Creelev of Chicago has written me to describe an incident 
involving two FBI agents which I find quite distressing. I hope you can . fls. 
provide me with some clarification. ^ ® 

Mr. Greeley writes a newspaper column syndicated in the Catholic |* 
press, and he apparently did an item recently vMch was critical of the ' 
Bureau's handling of the shootout with the members of the SLA in los 
Angeles. Some tine after, two FBI agents visited Mr. James Andrew, vice 
president of Universal Press viiich handles the column. Ihe agents quizzed CO 
Mr. Andrews concerning Mr. Greeley's background, and delivered to him a ^ 
statement by you concerning the SLA incidkit. The agents made no threats,^ 
but according to Mr. Greeley indicated clearly that this was an "official";^ 
visit and that your statement should be distributed to all of the new^apers 
vihich cajnried Mr. Greeley's column. 

I have not read Mr. Greeley's column and have no idea as to vvhether 
I would agree with it. I certainly think it is appropriate for you to 
respond to criticism of the Bureau by issuing statements setting forth 
yoTor own views. 

What distresses me is the way in Which the Bureau handled this 
matter, if Mr. Greeley's account is accurate. Most American citizens 
consider a visit by FBI agents a serious matter, as I am sure you would 
agree they should. If an agent visited a newspaper official regarding an 
itan carried by that paper, the power of the Federal Government represented 
by those agents could not help but be viewed as coercive. If the ag^ts 
then ask questions about the author and suggest that I'lcop^ectdye'^., jto-^ial 
be publishet^y the paper, tiie implication of coercion^ yo^c^be Strengthened.

Our Lady Has Appeared In Spain 
A Message For The World 

DECLARATION — The graces and the facts related in this leaflet resl 
entirely on the human authority. The final and decisive judgment on these 
facts belongs exclusively to the Supreme Magisterium of the Church, whose 
decision we accept from the very moment it shall be pronounced. 



The purpose of this leaflet is to introduce you to Our Blessed 
Mother’s recent Message of Love to a world much in need of it. 
We believe that everyone should read these lines — not only the 
simple men who love God and listen to His voice, hut also those 
who are convinced that science has every answer, the self-satisfied 
and sure-of-themselves, and those who only believe what they see. 
God’s call to all men is daily more pressing. 

Thousands of people have witnessed these happenings. People 
from many countries have gone to 5pain to see them and have been 
convinced that we are before a new and great manifestation of 
Our Lady, a sequel to Lourdes, Fatima and other recent apparitions. 

This report is edited by the Centro de Difusion Mariano in 
Barcelona for the purpose of making the facts known so that each 
may judge for himself and draw his own conclusions. To withhold 
the story any longer, because of comfort, would be equivalent to 
cowardice. We hope that everyone keeps on reading, even those who 
do not understand the true meaning of Christ’s words, “Unless you 
be converted and become like children, you will not enter the 
Kingdom of Heaven,” 

GARABANDAL — This is a small village in northern Spain, in 
the Santander province, near the Picos de Europa mountains, a 
rugged and beautiful setting. Its full name is San Sebastian of 
Garabandal. It is located 600 meters above sea level, some 57 miles 
from the capital of the province. To get there one must climb a 
steep road which begins in Cosio, branching off from the main road. 
No more than 300 people live in Garabandal, The town is impres- 
sively quiet. There is no doctor in the town and, until the end of 
1965, no resident pastor at the parish church. The pastor from Cosio 
used to celebrate Mass there on Sunday. 

In the evening of June 18, 1961, four girls were playing on 
the outskirts of the town — Conchita Gonzalez, Maria Dolores 
(Mariloli) Mazon, Jacinta Gonzalez and Maria Cruz Gonzalez — 
not related despite having the same name. Maria Cruz was eleven, 
the others twelve, and all were from poor families.* 

Suddenly they heard a loud noise, like thunder, and saw before 
them the bright figure of the Archangel Michael. On the following 
days the Archangel appeared to them again in the same place. He 
announced that on July 2 they would see Our Lady. This was the 
beginning of the Garabandal events. 

OUR LADY OF CARMEL — The j'.ew^ ^^prcad quickly through 
the region. July 2 was a Sunday and the town was crowded. There 
were people from all social levels and very many from out of town, 
among them several physicians and priests. At six in the evening 
the girls went to the place where the .Vngel had appeared, and to 
the surprise of the crowd they entered into ecstasy. Our Lady ap 
peared to them accompanied by two angels, one being St. Michael. 
The girls described the vision as follows: 

“She is dressed in a white robe with a blue mantle and a crown 
of golden stars. Her hands are slender. There is a brown scap- 
ular on her right arm, except when she carries the Child Jesus 
in her arms. Her hair, deep nut-brown, is parted in the center. 
Her face is long, with a fine nose. Her mouth is very pretty with 
lips a bit thin. She looks like a girl of eighteen. She is rather 
tall. There is no voice like hers. No woman is just like her, 
either in the voice or the face or anything else.” Our Lady 
manifested herself as Our Lady of Carmel. 

At times the wind rustled her long hair which reached down to 
her waist. The girls spoke with the Virgin with the utmost natural- 
ness. “We were telling her,” they said, “about our tasks, how we 
were going to the meadows . . and “She smiled at the little things 
we told her.” Our Lady showed them how to treat her: “Like chil- 
dren who speak with their mother and tell her everything . . . 


Children who rejoice to see her when they have not seen her for 
a while.” 

MORE APPARITIONS — ^ After this first apparition there were 
many more. During 1961 and 1962 Our Lady appeared several times 
each week. The four girls did not always receive the apparition 
together. Sometimes only one, other times two or three of them saw 
the vision. Nor was it always at the same hour of the day. Ordinarily, 
Our Lady appeared in the afternoon but sometimes at night and 
even early in the morning, in an attitude of sacrifice and penance, 
at the same hours when Our Lord is most offended by the sins of 
men. Even so, the girls would arise the following morning, as early 
as usual, to work in the fields, carrying bundles of grass or wood, 
or tending the cattle and sheep, without showing signs of fatigue. 

THE ECSTASIES — During the apparitions the girls went into 
ecstasies lasting from a few minutes to several hours. Their faces 
revealed an extraordinary sweetness, beautified and transformed 
as by an interior light. Time did not seem to count; they never 
showed signs of being tired despite the length of time or their very, 
uncomfortable posture, kneeling on rocks, with their heads violently 
thrown oackwards, or on the cold days of winter with snow under 
their bare feet and no protection against the cold. At the end of 
the ecstasy they would return to their normal state, with no signs of 
excitation or nervousness, but only a deep and profound peace and 
joy. During the time' of nasy they seemed to lose sensibility — 
burns, hits, pricks failed to make them come out of their state of 
rapture. Powerful beams of light were flashed before their eyes 
without causing even a flicker. Under normal circumstances these 
lights would have burned the retina and caused blindness. Their 
eyes had an open and joyful look. When the vision appeared they, 
fell instantaneously on their knees, striking the hard rock with a 
loud noise which was frightening, but they showed no signs of 
wounds or injury. They were then unaware of any material thing 
around them, being completely absorbed in ecstasy. 

NEW PHENOMENA — Shortly after the first apparitions, the 
ecstatic marches began. During them the girls would walk forward, 
as well as backward, without faltering, in the darkness of night, 
avoiding obstacles, guided solely by an interior light. Frequently 
they would run from one place to another at great speed. It was 
hardly possible to follow them. Their bodies did not seem subject 
to the. law of gravitation but endowed with some sort of spiritual 
agility. During these marches, especially at night, many witnesses 
lost objects, such as Rosaries t because people hastily ran to keep 
up with the girls). After futile searching, the girls in ecstasy would 
inquire of Our Lady where the objects could be found. She guided 
them with amazing accuracy to the place where the objects were, 
often hidden in grass, mud, or under the snow. 

PARTICIPATION BY THE WITNESS — TKe people who -came 
to Gara*bandal used to give the girls rosaries, medals, crucifixes, 
wedding rings and other objects for Our Lady to kiss. In ecstasy, 
the girls raised them toward Our Lady for her to kiss and then 
returned them to their respective owners, directed by Our Lady, 
without ever making a mistake. On these occasions, the girls ex- 
plained, although they could not see the person, they felt the touch 
of those who possessed the objects kissed by Our Lady who told 
them to whom each object was to be returned. In the first months 
the girls began to carry a crucifix in their hands during the ecsta- 
sies, which they gave to people in the crowd to kiss, as Our Lady 
directed them. On these occasions many witnesses experienced a 
deep interior emotion, often with tears, on seeing the girls approach- 
ing them, directed by Our Lady, and touching the crucifix to their 
lips, while at the same time signing and blessing them with the cross. 

OUR LADY’S MESSAGE — Our Lady’s message to the girls was 
made public on October 18, 1961. Expressed in simple language 
suited to the girls’ mentality and culture, the message isl: “We 



must do much penance and make many sacrifices. We must 
often visit the Blessed Sacrament. But, above all, we must 
be very good for, if we are not, we will be punished. The 
cup is already filling and if we do not amend our lives 
there will come a great chastisement.’’ 

This message plainly reveals the greatest needs of the world 
today and speaks of a chastisement which had been announced at 
Fatima. In interpreting it, we must remember what Sister Lucy 
(the girl from Fatima to whom Our Lady appeared several times in 
1917 and who today is a Carmelite nun) wrote in a letter to the 
Bishop of Leiria concerning the Fatima message. She said, “Many 
persons interpret the word penance as meaning great austerities, 
and not feeling strong enough to do them, they lead a life of 
lukewarmness . . . The sacrifice Our Lord asks each one is the ful* 
fillment of one’s own duty and the observance of the Law. This is the 
penance which He now asks and demands from each one of us.” 

SPIRITUAL FAVORS AND WONDERFUL CURES — Many 
and varied phenomena have occurred while the girls were in ecstasy: 
loss of gravity; absolute insensibility to burns and hard knocks 
(exposition to very bright spotlights of TV and movie cameras 
which, in normal circumstances would have burned their retinas, 
did not even cause their eyelids to flicker) ; knowledge of Ian* 
guages; penetration of consciences and reading of thoughts. The 
conversion of unbelievers and those of different faiths, of souls 
suffering from religious indifference, the conversions of many sin- 
ners — all these graces are being multiplied. All who have gone on 
pilgrimage to Garabandal have experienced an increase in faith, 
hope and charity. 

The varied objects such as rosaries, rings, medals, wedding 
rings, crucifixes and scapulars which were given to Our Lady 
to kiss have been the instruments of some very special favors. 
Occasionally, these objects have given off a mysterious fragrance 
like that of roses. “Our Lady says,” Conchita wrote, “that Jesus 
will work miracles through the objects kissed by her. Those who 
carry or wear them^ with faith and confidence will suffer their 
Purgatory here on earth.” 

In Barcelona, which is quite a distance from Garabandal, the 
following cures have been checked and confirmed: a boy suffering 
from paralysis of the spine cured by venerating a crucifix kissed by 
Our Lady; cure of a brain cancer which had been declared incur- 
able after a difficult operation; the victim of a motorcycle accident, 
whom doctors had given up, restored to health without any special 
treatment after ten days in a coma; cure of two cases of leukemia, 
both victims having held the same crucifix; cure of tuberculosis in 
a few hours. These are all signs and prodigies that offer no human 
explanation, but which seem to anticipate the day of the great 
miracle on which Our Lady has promised to those who will be in 
Garabandal the cure of the sick and the conversion of unbelievers. 
By means of all these marvelous favors Our Lady wants to attract 
our attention to the message she has given us through the four 
peasant girls in order to help us fulfill that message. 

THE MIRACLE OF THE HOST— Above the village is a small 
hill on which stands a cluster of pines. “One day,” said the girls, 
“an angel with a golden chalice appeared to us at the Pines. He told 
us to recite the Confiteor and then he gave us Holy Communion.” 
This wonderful favor happened many times during those days when 
the parish priest of the neighboring town of Cosio could not go to 
Garabandal. It was possible to film some of these Communions, 
using very briglit light. The movements of the lips and tongues of 
the girls gave the exact idea of a real Communion, On May 2, 1962, 
the angel told Conchita that God would perform a miracle so that 
all people would believe: they would see the Sacred Host on her 
tongue at the moment of Communion and that she should make this 
known fifteen days in advance. On July 18, 1962, the town was 
crowded with visitors. At midnight Conchita, who had remained in 
her home continually surrounded by visitors, entered into ecstasy 
and went out into the street. At a short distance from her house 
she fell down on her knees in the midst of the crowd. Lanterns 
were focused on her. She put out her tongue upon which nothing 
was resting, as everyone could see. In a few moments a white host 
thicker than the ones usually received appeared on her tongue and 
remained there for a few minutes. A businessman from Barcelona, 
Don Alejandro Damians, standing less than three feet from the 
girl, secured some very good moving pictures. In the film there 
appeared 79 pictures of the extraordinary scene. This same witness 
wrote a report which he submitted to the Bishop of Santander, 
toge'ther with a copy of the film. The number of witnesses on this 
occasion was very large; there were people from different cultures 
and social classes. Don Benjamin Gomez, a farmer from Poles, 
wrote: “I was standing at less than an arm’s length from the girl. 
I saw very well that her tongue was completely clean of everything. 
The girl did not move. Suddenly there appeared on it the Sacred 
Host. It was white, shining and resplendent. It reminded one of the 


snow when the sun strikes it with its brilliant rays. The girl’s face 
was beautifully transformed into heavenly ecstasy. Her face was 
angelic. I can certify that she was there, motionless, moving neither 
hands nor tongue. In this motionless position she received the Sacred 
Host. We had enough time to contemplate this marvelous phe- 
nomena without any undue haste, and we were many who saw it. 
I was an unbeliever until that day. I am not such a Catholic as 
to be subject to any hallucination or imagination. I had not con- 
cerned myself about God till then except to offend Him. I went to 
confession in April but previous to* that time I had not gone to 
confession for twenty-three years.” 

This miracle of the host is a true confirmation of the appari- 
tions of Our Blessed Mother in Garabandal and of the reality of 
her message. But a still greater miracle has been promised. 

A GREATER MIRACLE TO COME — Conchita has clearly 
said that Our Lady has promised a greater miracle in Garabandal 
so that all may believe the apparitions and be obedient to the 
message. “As the punishment which we deserve for the sins of the 
world is great, the miracle must also be a great one, for the world 
needs it,” Conchita has said. She has given all the details of what 
can be revealed. It will occur on a Thursday on the feast day of a 
saint devoted to the Eucharist, at 8:30 in the evening, and will last 
for about one quarter of an hour. It will also coincide with a great 
event in the Church. All those who come to Garabandal and the 
area, as long as they can see the village, will see the miracle. The 
Holy Father and Padre Pio, the stigmatized Capuchin monk, will 
also see. it wherever they happen to be on that date. The sick who 
come to Garabandal on that day will be cured, unbelievers will be 
converted. There will remain a permanent sign in the same place 
as a proof of Our Lady’s tremendous love for all her children. 

“The sign that will remain,” says Conchita, “will be able to be 
seen, photographed and televised, but it will not be able to be 
touched. It will appear clearly that it is not something of this 
world, but of God.” 

Conchita has been granted permission by Our Lady to announce 
the date of the miracle eight days in advance. With the present 
means of communication and travel, eight days are sufficient for 
people around the world to gather. The day of the miracle may 
be the last opportunity given us by God and may be also Our Lady’s 
last effort to save the world from the punishment already threatened. 

Some time ago Conchita wrote, “The Blessed Virgin will not 
allow me to reveal the nature of the miracle although I already 
know it. Neither can I reveal the date of it, which I know, until 
eight days before it is to happen.” When will this great miracle 
occur? We know nothing, neither can we assume anything. How- 
ever, all appearances indicate that the hour of Our Lady is coming. 
We must be ready for that day and have confidence in her. Before 
the miracle takes place Our Lady has promised Conchita that all 
mankind will receive a warning from heaven. 

THE WARNING — We are in complete ignorance as to the nature 
of this warning. Even Conchita wrote: “The warning comes directly 
from God and will be visible to the whole world and from any place 
where anyone may happen to be. It will be like the revelation of our 
sins and will be seen and felt by everyone, believer and unbeliever 
alike, irrespective of whatever religion he may belong to. It will 
be seen and felt in all parts of the world and by every person.” 
We know, therefore, that it will not be something due to men’s 
free will, such as wars, revolutions, etc. It will cause great fear and 
will make us reflect within ourselves on the consequences of our 
own personal sins. It will be like a warning of the punishment to 
come. In this way the world will be offered a means of purification 
to prepare itself for the extraordinary grace of the great miracle. 

THE PUNISHMENT — If we do not pay attention to the message, 
the punishment announced by Our Lady will be visited on the whole 
world after the miracle. During one of their ecstasies the girls were 
heard praying for the innocent children but, nevertheless, they shed 
tears at the same time. Since the day they learned about the punish- 
ment they have developed a- great spirit of sacrifice. They pray very 
much for sinners and for priests. They often say that if priests are 
not what they should be many souls will be lost. 

Conchita has written: “I cannot reveal what kind of punish- 
ment it is except that it will be a result of the direct intervention 
of God, which makes it more terrible and fearful than anything 
we can imagine. It will be less painful for innocent babies to die 
a natural death than for those babies to die because of the punish- 
ment. All Catholics should go to confession before the punishment 
and the others should repent of their sins. When I saw IT (the pun- 
ishment), I felt a great fear even though at the same time I was 
seeing Our Blessed Mother, The punishment, if it comes, will come 
after the miracle,”

When Our Lady spoke to the girls of the punishment, her face 
assumed a look of great sadness. The girls revealed: “We have 
never seen her look so serious. When she said the words ‘The cup 
is already filling*, she spoke in a very low voice.” 

A NEW MESSAGE — On January 1, 1965, Conchita had an 
apparition of Our Lady who told her that on June 18, the fourth 
anniversary of the apparitions, she would he given another message. 
Thus, six months before the actual date (Jonchita revealed this 
promise of Our Lady. 

On June 18 more than two thousand people gathered in Gara- 
bandal — French, Germans, English, Italians, Americans and Polish 
people joined the groups from the different parts of Spain. The 
Spanish were in the minority, perhaps due to the fact that the 
apparitions had received practically no publicity. The French con- 
stituted the largest group. There were journalists, TV cameras 
from the Italian TV network, and cameramen from NO-DO (the 
Spanish official documentary news program). Leaving her house 
at 11:30 p.m. Conchita walked to the road leading to the Pines to 
the place called the Cuadro. There she was wrapt in an ecstasy 
which lasted sixteen minutes. St. Michael appeared to her and 
delivered the message from Our Lady, which was made public 
the next morning. It reads: 

Message which Our Lady has given to the world through 
the intercession of St. Michael the Archangel. The angel 
said, “Since my message of October 18 has not been 
made known to the world and has not been fulfilled, 

I tell you that this is my last message. Previously, the 
cup was being filled. Now it is overflowing. Many priests 
are on the road to perdition and with them they are 
bringing many souls. The Holy Eucharist is being given 
less importance (honor). We must avoid God’s anger 
with us by our efforts at amendment. If we beg pardon 
with sincerity of soul, He will forgive us. I, your Mother, 
through the intercession of St. Michael the Archangel, 
want to tell you to amend your lives. You are already 
receiving one of the last warnings. I love you very much 
and do not want your condemnation. Ask us sincerely 
and we will give to you. You should make more sacri- 
fices. Think of the Passion of Jesus,” 

From this message one can clearly sense Our Lady’s disappoint- 
ment at the scant attention paid to her message of October 18, 1961. 
The Blessed Mother shows her motherly concern for priests and the 
need to place the Holy Eucharist where it belongs — at the center 
of the mysteries of our Faith. To urge us to sacrifice, she recom- 
mends meditation on the Passion of Our Lord. 

Our Blessed Mother has told us this is her last message. Because 
of this she wants all her children to listen to her plea before the 
warning and the miracle. For the reason that she wishes it, we 
should propagate this urgent message as widely as possible. 

NO-DO, the Spanish news agency, secured some eleven minutes 
of very good film. Spotlights and cameras worked perfectly. Those 
who have seen the private showing in Madrid report that the film 
is very touching. This priceless document is at present in the NO-DQ 
archives until the day when it can be publicly shown. 

THE LAST APPARITION — On Saturday, November 13, 1965, 
Conchita had her last apparition of Our Lady in Garabandal. She 
gives the details in a letter of which the following is a literal 
translation: 

“One day in church Our Lady told me in a locution that 
1 would see her on Saturday, November 13, at the Pines; it 
would be a special apparition to kiss the religious objects so 
that I could give them away afterwards. I was anxious for 
this day to arrive so that I could see again the Blessed Virgin 
and the Child Jesus who have implanted in my life the seed 
of God’s happiness. 

“It was raining but it did not matter to me. I went up 
to the Pines carrying with me the many rosaries which people 
have given me to distribute them ... As I was going up I was 
talking to myself, being sorry for my defects, desiring not to 
fall into them again, for it gave me much worry to appear 
before the Mother of God without wiping them out. 

“When I arrived at the Pines, I began to take the rosaries 
out and heard a sweet voice, that of the Virgin, which you 
always distinguish among all others, calling me by my name. 
I answered her. ’W’hat?* At that very moment I saw her with 
the Child in her arms. She was dressed as usual and smiling. 
I told her, ‘I have come to bring you the rosaries so that you 
kiss them.’ She said to me, ‘I can see it.’ I had been chewing 
gum, but as I was seeing her I did not chew it; I placed 


the gum on a tooth. She must have noticed it for she said, 
‘Conchita, why don’t you get rid of the chewing gum and 
offer it up as a sacrifice for the glory of jny Son?’ I, a bit 
ashamed of myself, took it out and threw it on the ground. 
She said afterwards, ‘Do you remember what I told you on 
your saint’s day^ — that you would suffer much on earth? ... 
Now I repeat it to you. Have confidence in Us and offer it all 
up with pleasure to our Hearts for the good of your brethren, 
for in this way you will be more united to Us.’ Then I added, 
‘How unworthy I am, 0 Mother of us, of so many graces 
received through you, and now you have come to me to help 
me carry the little cross I have.* She said, ‘Conchita, I am 
not coming only for you but I am coming for all my children, 
with a desire to get them closer to Our Hearts.’ She asked for 
the things I was carrying. ‘Give them to me so that I can kiss 
all you are carrying with you.’ And I gave her everything. 

I was bringing with me also a small. crucifix which I gave 
her to kiss. She kissed it and said, ‘Put it on the hands of the 
Child Jesus.’ And I did that and He said nothing. I said ‘This 
cross I intend to take with me when I go to the convent,’ but 
He did not reply. After kissing everything she commented, 
‘My Son, through this kiss, will work wonders. Distribute them 
to the others . . .’ Of course I will do it. 

“After all this she requested that I tell her all the peti- 
tions for others which I had received. She said, ‘Conchita, tell 
me, tell me things about my children. 1 have all of them under 
my cloak.’ And I commented, ‘It is too small and there is no 
room for all of us.’ She smiled at this. 

“ ?Do you know, Conchita, why I did not come personally 
on June 18 to give you the message for the world? Because 
it pained me to say it myself, but I have to say it to you for 
your own good and, if you fulfill it, for God’s glory. I love 
you very much and I desire your salvation; to gather you all 
around God the Father, the Son and the Holy Spirit. Conchita, 
won’t you respond to this?’ I said, ‘If I could be always seeing 
you, yes; but otherwise I can’t tell because I am very bad . . .’ 
‘You do all you can,’ Our Lady added, ‘and We will help you, 
as well as my daughters Loli, Jacinta and Maria Cruz. . . .’ 

“She did not stay long with me. She also said, ‘This Will 
be the last time you see me here, but I will always be with you 
and with all my children.* Afterwards she added, ‘Conchita, 
why don’t you go often to visit my Son in the Most Blessed 
Sacrament? Why do you let yourself be carried away by lazi- 
ness and not go to visit Him Who is waiting for you day 
and night?’ 

“As I have written above, it was raining hard. Our Lady 
and the Child did not get wet. I was not aware it was raining 
while seeing them, but when I stopped seeing them I was 
soaked. I also told her, ‘0 how happy I am when I see you. 
Why don’t you take me with you right now?* She answered, 
‘Rerqember what I told you on your saint’s day. When you go 
before God you must show Him your hands filled with good 
works done by you for your brothers and for the glory of God ; 
now your hands are empty.’ 

“That’s all. I spent a happy moment with my mother from 
heaven, my best friend, and with the Child Jesus. I have 
stopped seeing them but not feeling them close. Again they 
have sown in my soul great peace, joy and a desire to conquer 
my defects so that I will be able to love, with all my strength, 
the hearts of Jesus and Mary who love us so much. . . .” 

Conchita ends with this: “The Blessed Virgin Mary told me 
l)efore that Jesus does not send the punishment in order to distress 
us but in 'order to help us and reproach us because we pay no 
attention to HIM. And the warning will be sent in order to purify 
us for the miracle in which He will show us His great love, 'and 
in order 'that we may fulfill the message.” 

With this apparition of Our Lady, the cycle of apparitions in 
Garabandal is closed. It will be definitely confirmed on a Thursday 
at 8:30 p.m, when the miracle takes place. This will mark the 
beginning of a new era in the history of the salvation of mankind. 

WHAT DOES SCIENCE SAY ABOUT GARABANDAL? — 
Many eminent doctors have studied the events and have visited the 
persons involved at Garabandal. No one has so far found any satis- 
factory scientific explanation of these events. All agree that what 
occurred at Garabandal is something humanly unexplainable and 
something which merits attention and respect. One thing is clear — 
we find ourselves before certain facts for which science can find 
no explanation. 

After years of observation, a child specialist has certified that 
the girls have always been completely normal and that the ecstasies 


do not fall under any known physiological phenomena. Dr. Ricardo 
Puncernau, a well-known Barcelona neuropsychiatrist, states: “In 
the presence of these facts it is difficult for the doctor to give a 
nierely natural explanation . . . From a strictly scientific point of 
view one cannot deny, at least thus far, the possibility of a super- 
natural cause in all these phenomena.” Dr. Gasca Ruiz and Dr. Ortis 
Gonzalez, who have also studied these phenomena, state: “To keep 
silence would be true scientific cowardice on our part. We do not 
find any convincing scientific explanation capable of explaining 
such phenomena.” 

Our Blessed Mother, in showing us her great love as a mother, 
is pleading with each one of us to work with her in the tremendous 
responsibility of staying the Arm of Divine Justice which is about 
to fall on a blind and deaf humanity. We should be aware of the 
fact that the world situation is extremely serious and that we are 
disposing ourselves for an imminent chastisement. The Immaculate 
Heart of Mary is the only path of salvation for mankind. Our 
Blessed Mother has told us this herself at Fatima. 

THE ATTITUDE OF THE CHURCH — As always, the Church 
has acted with great prudence toward the apparitions. It took 
thirteen years for the Church to give official approval to the 
Fatima apparitions even after seventy thousand people witnessed 
the miracle of the sun. 

So far, the Bishop of Santander has declared that there is 
nothing to be condemned in the teachings, the messages and coun- 
sels of Garabandal. On the contrary, they are all praiseworthy and 
according, to the tradition of the Church. There is evident good 
faith and religious fervor in those involved. In the chancery of 
the diocese the file is open to any new facts. But the Commission 
set up by the Bishop has said, in a press release of July 8, 1965, 
it does not think there is a conclusive and definite proof of the 
supernatural character of all that has happened in Garabandal. 
To avoid giving the impression that the Church has already ap- 
proved everything, priests are forbidden to go there without per- 
mission. Even unbelievers and those who are always against things 
Catholic will have to acknowledge that Garabandal is no invention 
of the Church or its hierarchy. 

ROME INTERVENES — As the news of Garabandal spread 
throughout Europe, the Holy See took a direct interest in the 
matter. A letter written on July 28, 1965, from the Sacred Con- 
Igregation for the Doctrine of the Faith to the Bishop of Santander, 
acknowledging receipt of the documents sent (twelve large folios) 
and praising the prudence exhibited by the Bishop, was made 
public on August 1965, 

A literal translation of this official letter reads thus: 

‘^Your Excellency . . . The Supreme Sacred Congregation 
has received your letter dated the 7th of the present month, 
in which your Excellency informed the Holy Office about the 
apparitions of the Blessed Virgin Mary, which according to 
many, have taken place in the town of San Sebastian de 
Garabandal. From the documentation transmitted to us, it is 
sufficiently clear to us that Your Excellency has acted most 
prudently in this matter. 

Now, we beg Your Excellency to keep a vigilant watch in 
the future in this question. And if anything new should occur, 
please communicate with the Holy Office. . * 

Taking this opportunity, let me present my respects.” 

Signed: Raimundo Verardo, O.P. July 28, 1965 

Shortly after this a special emissary from the Holy Office was 
sent to Garabandal to investigate the witnesses of the apparitions. 

By special request of the Pro-Secretary of the same Congre- 
gation of the Faith, Cardinal Ottaviani, Conchita went to Rome 
recently, accompanied by her mother and a priest. She met with 
Cardinal Ottaviani and other officials of the Vatican, With (Cardinal 
Marella she was received in a private audience by Pope Paul VI. 


For obvious reasons, nothing more can be said regarding this 
intervention of Rome. However, it is necessary to confirm this visit 
of Conchita to the Holy Office in order to refute the false rumors 
that no private audience with His Holiness had been granted 
Conchita. 

CONCLUSION — Conchita has written: “Our Lady wants the 
message to reach the whole world ... It is of no use to believe in 
the apparitions if we do not fulfill the message . . . Our Lady said 
here what she has already said at Lourdes and Fatima. The miracle 
announced is coming to confirm these apparitions so that we may 
fulfill the message. Whether or not you believe in the apparitions 
themselves does not matter.” 

Because of this, now is the time for every person to make 
a serious resolution for a sincere amendment of life without 
further waiting for the warning or miracle or any other special 
signs which may occur. 

If what you have read here has moved you or even simply 
made you think and reflect, please pass this word along. In this 
way you will have begun to fulfill the message of Our Lady. 

The townspeople remain perplexed about what has already 
happened and what is yet to come. Priests, doctors, theologians of 
great renown and the thousands of faithful of all nationalities are 
unanimous in believing in the apparitions. The scientific reports 
of the doctors and the study made by the theologians tell us that 
they find no human explanation possible. 

The Church is in no hurry. We should not forget that at Fatima, 
after the miracle of the sun had been witnessed by a crowd of 
seventy thousand people, the Church did not confirm the super- • 
natural character of the apparitions until thirteen years later

As you may know, I write a weekly column in the Catholic press 
and a twice-weekly column in the daily press — the latter appearing in such 
papers as the New York Daily News , the Philadelphia Inquirer , the ■ Chicagtl) 
Tribune , and the San Francisco Chronicle. 


=':.Receri.tly I did a column for the Catholic sjmdicate raising some 
questions about the handling of the Los Angeles shoot-out by the FBI. I won- 
dered why there had been so much shooting so soon and whether it would not 
have been better if the FBI had showed more restraint. 

Several days ago, two FBI men called on Mr. James Andrews, the vice- 
president of Universal Press, with a "statement" of Mr. Clarence Kelly and a 
"hint" that the "statement" be distributed to all the newspapers that carried 
the column. The agents asked several questions about me and my background. 

There may be reason for debate between me and Mr. Kelly over the handling of 
the SLA affair by the FBI, but that is hardly to the point. Mr. Kelly could 
have just as well used the United States mails or even a 'l^rivate messenger 
service to deliver his "statement" to Mr. Andrews. Sending two highly trained 
agents on working time paid for by taxpayers' money to act as messenger boys 
seems, to say the least, a highly unusual procedure. ' 

The agents, of course, made no threats, but did stress that theirs 
was an "official" visit. The intimidation involved in using special agents of 
the FBI to carry messages to the office of a press syndicate is both crude 
and obvious. The Watergate affair is hardly behind us and already government 
power is being abused again to threaten critics — even very mild ones like me. 

I did not in the past take seriously the criticism of the FBI as a 
threat to freedom of the press. I am now beginning to wonder if the radicals 
were right after all.

For approximately ten minutes, an of- ^ 
ficer using a bullhorn repeatedly urged the suspects to* 
surrender. When those inside failed to respond, a tear gas 
canister was thrown through a window. The suspects then 
began firing various types of automatic weapons at the 
police officers. This firing continued for a considerable 
period of time and was returned by law enforcement of- 
ficers. 

The house occupied by t he ^^ uspects was completely^ 
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destroyed by ffre. The Los Angeles Fire Department could 
do nothing until the shooting stopped and it did not cease 
until the house was completely in flames. It is possible that 
the fire was started by a tear gas canister; but it also' has 
been alleged that the suspects had Molotov cocktails arid it 
is conceivable a bullet struck one of these, igniting the

^ WHEN THE SUSPECTS opened fire indiscriminately 
' with automatic weapons, it became a hazardous situation 
menacing not only the law enforcement personnel, but the 
crowd of curious people and* innocent neighbors.

ADDITIONAl. BACKGROUND : ' 

Father Greeley wrote a column entitled "It Has Been 
A Rotten Spring" in which he stated the FBI sought to kill Patty 
Hearst .in the SLA shoot-.out .in Los Angeles, California. Father 
Greeley wrote that if FBI Agents had "shot to kill it was because 
the SLA had hvimiliated them and they wanted vengeance . " 

This column first was brought to pur attention in June, 
1974, by SAC .Ziel, Springfield, after it appeared in "The Western 
Catholic," official publication of the Springfield diocese. 

We responded with .a letter to the Editor of "The Western 
Catholic," over Mr. Kelley's, signature, setting the. record straight. 
(See Heim to McDemott memorandum, ,7/15/74, copy attached.) This 
letter, which the Director approved, appeared in "The Western 
Catholic," 8/4/74. 


Subsequently, since Father Greeley's inordinately 
critical column was syndicated and went to many publications , the 
Kansas City Office was directed by letter dated 8/15/74 to; contact 
Universal Press Syndicate, which handles Father Greeley's column, 
and to. furnish to the syndicate; copies of the Director's letter as 
it appeared in "The Western Catholic." 

Kansas City was instructed to; "diplomatically indicate 
our concern over the grave charges Father Greeley made against 
the FBI. in his article and point out tha;t the Director's letter 
and this contact were in thei interest of accuracy and setting 
the record straight." 

Kansas City Office was further advised: "This (contact): 
should be handled in a cordial manner so: that this firm does not 
get the impression we have any intention of t 3 :rying to intimidate. 
Universal Press Syndicate or Father Greeley."

Mr. Andrews, according to the Agents, "appeared 
amenable and clearly \mderstood there was no intention of intimidating 
either the organization or Father Greeley . " Kansas City also 
furnished a copy of a letter dated 8/29/74 from Mr. Andrews to 
Supervisor Lueckerihof f advising him he had distributed Mr . Kelley ' s 
letter to client newspapers and closing with "Best personal regards.

I'm in trouble with the FBI. 

I made the mistake of writing a column recently 
in which I raised some questions about the efficiency with 
which the FBI handled the Patty Hearst cas"e .

I made the mistake of writing a 
column in. which I 
• questions about the 
efficiency w^ith 
which the FBI hand- 
led the Patty Hearst 
case. Shortly there- 
after, two of Mr. 

Clarence Kelley’s 
special agents show- 
ed up -at the office of 
the syndicate which 
circulates this 
column for an ‘‘official” visit. No 
threats were made, or course; 
everyone was very polite. But the 
message for me was clear; leave the 
FBI alone or you’ve got trouble. 

I used to think that the “libcant” 
about the U.S. b,ecoming a police state 
was baloney. I’m not so sure any more. 
If Mr. Kelley sends his gumshoes out 
after you when you dare to make a 
moderate criticism of the FBI, we are 
approaching a police state. And what 
happens to freedom of the press when 
a column critical' of the FBI leads to an 
“official” visit to your syndicate’s, 
office? / 

I have the highest respect for the 
efficiency and professional competence 
of the FBI.

As you may know, I write a weekly column in the Catholic press 
and’a twice-weekly column in the daily press — the latter appearing in the 
Chicago Tribune . 

Recently I did a column for the Catholic syndicate raising some 
questions about the handling of the Los Angeles shoot-out by the FBI. I won- 
dered why there had been so much shooting so soon and whether it would not 
have been better if the FBI showed more restraint. 

Several days ago, two FBI men called on Mr. James Andrews, the vice- 
president of Universal Press, with a "statement" of Mr. Clarence Kelly and a 
"hint" that the "statement" be distributed to all the newspapers which carried 
the column. The agents asked several questions about me and my background. 
There may be reason for debate between me and Mr. Kelly over the handling of the 
SLA affair by the FBI, but that is hardly to the point. Mr. Kelly could have 
just as well used the United States mails or even a private messenger service 
to deliver his "statement" to Mr. Andrews. Sending two highly trained agents 
on working time paid for by taxpayers' money to act as messenger boys seems, 
to say the least, a highly unusual procedure. 

The agents, of course, made no threats, but did stress that theirs 
was an "official" visit. The intimidation involved in using special agents of 
the FBI to carry messages to the office of a press syndicate is both crude and 
obvious. The Watergate affair is hardly behind us and already government pow- 
er is being abused again to threaten critics — even very mild ones like me. 



I did not used to take seriously the criticism of the FBI as a- 

threat to freedom of the press. I am now beginning to wonder if the radicals 
were right after all.

September 19, 1974, the second Greeley 
column was published in the "Chicago Tribune" 
and it complained about the personal delivery of a 
copy of the Director’s letter to the Vice President 
of the Universal Press Syndicate. 

September 23, 1974, the Director addressed a letter to 
Congressman Murphy explaining the facts of the personal 
delivery of a copy of his letter to the Vice President 
of Universal Press Syndicate . 

My opinion following a review of the text of the Greeley 
articles and of the correspondence is that: 

1 . The Director is justified in responding by personal 
letter in his official capacity to criticism which could 
undermine the public confidence in the FBI and thereby 
impair the ability of the Bureau to carry out our duties . 

2. To the extent tiiat the Director's reply to such 
published criticism does not interfere with the right 
of a defendant to a fair trial by generating prejudicial 
pretrial publicity, the Director's letter may explain 
the facts and circumstances which justify FBI conduct. 

3 . The delivery of such reply mail to newspaper editors 
or columnists should be done by regular mail except in 
selected instances where we have a basis to believe 

the personal visit of Special Agents for that purpose is 
unlikely to be misinterpreted* 

4. Reply letters from the Director should deal with the 
substantive issues as specifically as possible but should 
avoid furnishing data that is controversisi.or is likely to 
inflame the matter further. An example of this is found 
in the second Greeley article which dramatizes the state- 
ment in the Director's reply letter that 'for approximately 
ten minutes ... an officer urged the suspects to surrender. " 
The important fact is that the suspects were urged to

surrender’ before any force was used. By including in 
the Director’s reply the detail that ten minutes elapsed, 
the columnist was afforded the opportunity to challenge 
the reasonableness of that delay and he never responded 
to the more significant fact that an opportunity for 
peaceful surrender was given. 

I imderstand that we have received several letters concerning 
the publication of the Greeley column and the publication of the Director's 
reply, and that the mail is in favor of the Bureau. My recommendation is 
that in responding to all such mail, the substance of the Director’s letter 
to Congressman Murphy and of his letter to the editor of the "Western 
Catholic" be used as guides except for deletion of the reference to "ten 
minutes" and deletion of a similar reference to ’less than 30 minutes" 
concerning the duration of the visit of the Agents who hand delivered the 
Director’s reply letter to the "Vice President of the Universal Press Syndicate. 
I recommend against any correspondence directly with Greeley or any 
further correspondence with his editors or publishers concerning this 
matter.

Opinions of Legal Counsel regarding exchange of correspondence 
and justification for Director responding in his official capacity to criticism 
about FBI well taken. However, the following observations being submitted 
with respect to references to the "10 minutes" and "less than 30 minutes-" 

The 10-minute delay during which the occupants of the house 
were constantly exhorted to surrender demonstrated an admirable degree 
of restraint and forebearance in a virtual seige situation. Failure to place 
this in a proper timeframe would invite criticism that the SLA subjects 
were not permitted adequate opportunity to surrender. 

Greeley's second article claimed, in a form of criticism, 
that the two Agents spent the better part of an afternoon visiting his 
publisher's office; consequently, reference to the Agents' visit being "less 
than 30 minutes" provided as a rebuttal and to set forth the true fact.

A polite threat

Fm in trouble with the FBI. 

I wrote a column recently in which I raised 
some questions about the FBI handling of the 
Patty Hearst case. Shortly thereafter, two of 
FBI Director Clarence Kelley’s special agents 
showed up at the office of the syndicate which 
circulates this column for an ‘"official” visit. No 
threats were made, of course; everyone was 
, very polite. But the message for me was clear: 
leave the FBI alone or you’ve got trouble. 

I used to think that charges about United 
States becoming a police state was baloney, Pnj 
not so sure any more. If Kelley sends his gum- 
shoes out after you when you dare to make a 
moderate criticism of the FBI, we are ap- 
proaching a police state. And what happens to 
freedom of the press when a column critical of 
the FBI leads to an “official” visit to your pub- 
lisher’s office? 

Let me be precise. I have the highest respect 
for the efficiency and professional competence 
of the FBI. I lamented the terrible strain on the 
morale of honest and hard-working men during 
the deterioration of the Hoover regime. But Tdo 
not think that they are immune from criticism. 
Infallibility, if it exists at all, exists only in 
Rome— and that intermittently. 

The truth is that the FBI has failed miserably 
in hunting down the criminals of the radical 
underground. Bernardine Dorhn and Mark 
Rudd are still very much at large. T^he SLA was 
able to go openly about the streets of San 
Francisco after kidnaping Miss Hearst and the 
FBI didn’t know about it. If Patty finally col- 


lapsed under the pressure and the strains of 
being holed up with kooks for several months, 
the main reason was that the FBI failed in its 
mission of apprehending criminals and freeing 
those illegally held by criminals. 

Does saying something so obvious as this get 
you an “official” visit from the FBI? 

Kelley — who seems to be at least as thin- 
skinned as Hoover — argues that his men 
waited 10 whole minutes before shooting at the 
SLA house in San Francisco. My heavens, what 
restraint! 

Why couldn’t they have waited two days — or 
even 10 days if necessary? Wouldn’t it have

So they waited 10 whole minutes! Big deal ! 
Kelley is, like me, a Christian. So he must - 
have read abut the restraint necessary in doing 1 
violence to another in self-defense — “preserv- 
ing the moderation of blameless self-defense” % 
was the phrase in my catechism.

But I’ll be damned if Clarence Kelley or any- ^ 
one else is going to intimidate me from saying * 
what I think.

SUBJECT: LETTER PROM CONGRESSMAN JAMES V, 
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By letter dated October 17, 1974, Mr. Kelley responded 
to an inquiry by Congressman Stanton regarding Father Greeley's 
allegation that the FBI sought to intimidate Father Greeley and 
his syndicated publisher. Father Greeley alleged that we. dispatched 
two Agents, to. visit the syndicate service handling Father Greeley ' s 
column because Father Greeley had written a critical column about 
the FBI's handling of the Hearst case. 

The attached letter fi^om Congressman Stanton to Director 
Kelley acknowledges our reply. Congressman Stanton states he now 
feels "reassured" that Mr. Kelley is sensitive to the need for a 
free press, and that "it was not really the intention of your 
agency to intimidate either the publisher or Father Greeley." 

However, the Congressman felt that the personal 
appearance of two Agents at the publisher's office lent itself 
to "ominous inference." The personal visit by the Agents was 
explained in our original letter to Congressman Stanton. 

A reply does not seem indicated, since Congressman 
Stanton raises no new questions. 

However, Congressman Stanton's letter was routed through 
the Department's Office of Legislative Affairs (OLA) , which 
routinely sets: a deadline for reply by the agency involved.

Thank you for your letter of October 17 replying to my query 
concerning Reverand Father Andrew M. Greeley. 


It goes without saying that, just as Father Greeley has an 
indestructible right under our Cons-titution to critize the 
operation of your agency, if he so chooses, and whether he 
is right or wrong, you and your organization have a right, 
even a duty, to respond to the criticism. 

Therefore, I do not quarrel with your decision to reply to 
Father Greeley's column and to try to see to it that the 
retort received the widest possible dissemination.

In the meantime, I am sure you understand that my writing to 
you about this one very important incident does not imply any 
dissatisfaction on my part with your day- in-day-out performance 
in a tremendously challenging and demanding assignment.

Congratulations on your recent re-election victory, I heard 
Stan Taylor say at B.Y.U. that you plan on a Congressional career. 

That's good, Utah needs some long-term representation in Congress. 

Please allow me to express ray deep concern over a very 
serious (I think) matter. Eegardless of the merits of the FBI's 
handling of the Hearst case (and there is room for criticism, I believe, 
and as Jack Anderson has so fully documented) , the kind of action 
against critical columnists described in the article (opposite) is 
inexcusable. 

I do not know if this is part of a pattern,- or if it is an 
isolated incident. It is inexcusable in either case. But if it 
reflects the- current operations of the FBI, accurately, there is 
cause for alarm. There is absol u tely no excuse for anything of 
this kind ha-pnening in this country , I believe. What about the 
Pirat Arnendraent rights of freedom of press, of speech? Is the 
P,B.I. above, the law too? 

Since you are my Congressman, and since I feel very strongly 
about this matter, I. would respectfully request you to do the following 
for me: (1) tell me whether you would favor an investigation into 
this particular case, and what steps you would take in -getting 
whoever is in charge of v/atching the FBI in the House to initiate 
an inquiry, and (2) tell me what you think of this partic^ar c^se, .

And what hapb 
pens to freedom of the press 
when a column critical of the 
FBI leads to an “official” 
vi.sit to your publislrcr’s 
office?
